There have been more fires during the year past, therefore the 
expense has been more. 

May 7. A fire in the Fairbanks pasture at High Bridge 
called out a large force of men.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


Following the custom of former years the schools have been 
kept open three terms of twelve weeks each. The Thanksgiving 
vacation was shortened to one week, thus giving the children 
some advantage of better weather and traveling than February 
generally affords. ‘he school at High Bridge, composed entirely 
of French speaking children, still ranks as the largest in number. 

The Academy has taken several of the older pupils from the 
Jowders district, leaving that as the smallest school in town. 
During the year the children have been detained at home but 
httle on account of illness, nor have many bad storms interrupted 
their attendance. The greatest irregularity of attendance is gen- 
erally found among the pupils of foreign parentage at High Bridge 
and Smithville. We acknowledge with gratitude the kindness of 
the Woman’s Relief Corps in presenting to each school a large 
and handsome oleograph, giving the origin and history of the 
United States flag. Framed in hard wood, they are ornamental, 
as well as a source of pleasure and instruction to the children. 

By persevering effort the Bank Village pupils raised enough 
money to purchase a school library of thirty volumes. ‘The col- 
lection of books furnishes something for each grade represented in 
the school, and will serve to give its readers many new facts relat- 
ing to History, Geography and Nature Study. The vertical system 
of penmanship has been displaced by the introduction of the Medial 
Copy Books, but in class work there exists a marked preference 
for the round vertical hand which was so easily acquired. 

When parents are led to visit schools more frequently during 
the term, they will understand that home life and school life should 
supplement each other, and they will be impressed with the advan- 
tage of more regular attendance. ‘The quality of instruction is best 
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learned by personal observation. A prominent educator once said, 
“There is no school unless the father, the mother, the teacher, the 
pupil keep school together.” Our teachers have time to study the in- 
dividual needs of the children, and to adopt methods of instruction 
to suit their natural capacities and wants. 

About the time this report went to press our attention 
was called to the following articles for insertion in the school 
warrant. ‘The first, framed by Prof. James Barr Ames of 
the Academy trustees, reads: ‘To consider whether the town 
will contract with the New Ipswich Appleton Academy for 
furnishing instruction to scholars in the town qualified to enter 
the ninth grammar grade or higher grades.” ‘The trustees desire 
to have the Academy use a part of its income for the education 
of the children of the town, and they are willing to do their 
part, and more if necessary, in an effort to benefit the schools of 
New Ipswich. A second article from the State Department of 
Public Instruction recommends the employment of a superin- 
tendent of schools and is as follows: “To see if the district will 
vote to authorize the School Board to unite with one or more town 
districts for the purpose of employing a superintendent of the - 
public schools therein, under the provisions of Chapter 77 of the 
Session Laws of New Hampshire, 1899, (and to raise money 
to carry such vote into effect).” Whenever a district becomes 
a part of a supervisory district and employs a superintendent, one- 
half the salary is paid by the state.
